Applicant's remarks on pages 4 and 5 of Response filed 12/01/03 have 

overcome the art rejection. None of the reference discloses finely aligning optical fibers 
in the fiber optic bundle with channels of the array waveguide and permanently bonding 
the fiber optic bundle to the array waveguide, in combination with the other claimed 
elements of the embodiments recited.
